PREFACE. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  data  it  has  been  practicable  to  ob¬ 
tain  information  about  only  a  small  part  of  the  number  of  descen¬ 
dants  of  James  Fowke  of  Accomac  County,  Virginia,  who  settled 
there  about  1660.  Information  has  been  asked  for  but  not  furn¬ 
ished  in  some  instances  after  repeated  requests.  It  is  hoped,  how¬ 
ever,  that  those  who  are  his  descendants  and  whose  family  lines 
are  not  herein  set  out  may  easily  determine  their  particular  line, 
and,  if  this  be  done,  that  this  information  be  sent  to  me  to  be  made 
a  part  of  the  “Herbert  C.  Fooks,  manuscript  of  the  Fowke  Family, 
filed  with  the  Maryland-  Historical  Society  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.” 
In  that  manuscript  there  is  already  considerable  information  which 
is  not  printed  herein.  There  is  also  on  file  there  the  manuscript 
volume  of  about  4  00  pages  prepared  by  Gerard  Fowke,  a  descen¬ 
dant  of  the  immigrant  Gerard  Fowke  who  was,  according  to  the 
best  information  obtainable,  a  first  cousin  of  James  Fowke,  our 
immigrant  ancestor.  Gerard  Fowke,  the  immigrant,  was  a  colonel 
in  the  British  army  and  came  to  America  after  the  battle  of  Wor¬ 
cester,  in  England,  1651.  In  that  manuscript  there  is  traced  the 
Fowke  family  name  and  ancestry,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  an¬ 
cestry  in  about  three  hundred  other  families  throughout  Europe 
going  as  far  back  as  40  B.  C.  The  information  in  that  manuscript 
is  based  on  the  records  in  the  British  Museum,  London,  England, 
and,  according  to  Mr.  Gerard  Fowke’s  letter  to  me,  is  as  accurate 
and  reliable  as  any  of  the  genealogical  data  in  the  British  Museum. 
Those  interested  therein  may  find  it  worth  while  to  examine  this 
manuscript  which  has  not  been  published  because  of  the  expense 
thereof.  Possibly  at  some  date  some  of  the  descendants  may  find 
it  possible  and  practicable  to  do  so.

**Mr.  Cferard  Fowke  is  a  descendant  of  the  immigrant  Gerard 
Fowke,  who  was,  according  to  the  best  information  obtained  a 
first  cousin  of  James  Fowke  who  settled  in  Virginia  about  1660,  (our 


ancestor).  Since  the  above  letter  was  written  I  have  seen  Mr. 
Fowke  and  his  manuscript.  It  is  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Society 
and  may  be  seen  by  those  visiting  there.  Mr.  Fowke  in  another 
letter  to  me  dated  July  25,  1922,  313  Frisco  Building,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
states  “I  have  about  30  ms.  pages  of  references  and  citations  to 
pedigrees  of  Col.  Gerard  Fowke  collected  in  England  by  Mr.  E.  S. 
Lewis  of  this  place.  They  are  authentic,  if  any  charts  at  all,  in 

England,  are  so . Lewis  has  run  the  Fowke  ancestry  back 

along  some  300  family  lines.”  Mr.  Fowke’s  work  for  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institute  as  an  archeologist  made  his  work  on  genealogy  of 
more  than  usual  value  and  the  research  was  painstaking  and  ex¬ 
haustive.  The  writer  is  grateful  for  permission  to  use  his  data 
about  the  Fowke  family. 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  FAMILY  NAME. 

In  the  Gerard  Fowke  manuscript  of  the  Fowke  Family,  at  the 
Maryland  Historical  Society,  the  following  appears  (p.  74). 

“One  tradition  as  to  the  origin  of  the  Fowke  family  is  that 
they  are  descended  from  the  Fulks,  Counts  of  Anjou,  of  France, 
in  A.  D.  874,  and  for  a  long  time  afterward.  These  were  the 
original  Plantagenets.  802  Dinwidde  B.  Phillips  (72),  when  a 
midshipman  in  the  United  States  Navy  about  1835  or  1840,  saw 
somewhere  in  England  manuscript  pedigrees  in  which  this  descent 
was  traced;  he  was  satisfied  as  to  their  correctness  *******. 
the  name  (Fowke)  appears  on  the  Battle  Abbey  Roll  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  and  others  came  long  afterward.  In  Oshawa,  Canada, 
there  was  a  Fowke  family  in  1887,  descended  from  a  French  Hugue¬ 
not  of  the  name  who  went  from  France  to  England  in  the  18th 
century;  and  mention  is  made  of  an  English  family  of  Fowkes, 
descended  from  a  Sir  Orlando  Fowke  who  came  from  Spain  in  the 
time  of  Elizabeth.  The  tradition  of  this  Plantagenet  descent  is 
held  also  by  the  Foulke  family  *  *  *  *  in  various  documents  the 
name  is  spelled  in  such  diverse  ways  as  Fowke,  Fowkes,  Fookes, 
Fooks,  Fowlke,  Fowlkes,  Faulk,  Foulke,  Foulkes,  Foulque,  Foul- 
ques,  and  at  least  one  in  England  Fok.  There  is  also  Fouque  in 
France,  perhaps  the  same;  as  may  be  Foch.  Fowke  is  in  Holland 
and  America.  The  German  word  “Foulque”  means  “a  black  water 
hen.”  In  one  place  in  England,  in  three  consecutive  generations 
father,  son,  and  grandson,  the  name  appears  as  Fulk,  Foulque,  and 
Fowke. 

The  fact  is  that  half  the  time  our  forefathers  were  very  care¬ 
less  about  the  spelling  or  pronounciation  of  their  own  names  and 
even  more  about  the  names  of  others.  *  *  *  even  worse  were  the 
scribes  and  compilers  *  *  *.  There  is  also  much  divergence  in 
pronouncing  the  name  Fowke.  In  Virginia  and  Maryland,  descen¬ 
dants  in  the  female  line  who  have  never  known  any  of  the  name 
personally,  call  it  Foke,  to  rhyme  with  oak.  In  England  it  is  called 
both  Foke  (o  as  in  no)  and  Fowke  (ow  as  in  how)  by  those  bearing 
it.  In  Virginia  and  Maryland  it  is  often  called  Fook,  or  Fooke, 
or  Fooks,  or  Fookes  (oo  in  any  of  these  variations,  as  in  either 
book  or  shoot.  *  *  *  **  In  West  Virginia,  the  descendants  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Fowke  call  it  Fooks  (oo  as  in  book)  but  admit  that  the  final 
“s”  does  not  belong  to  the  name;  and  that  this  Fowke  despairing 
in  the  attempt  to  get  his  neighbors  to  pronounce  his  name  correctly, 
probably  accepted  the  inevitable. 

“In  favor  of  the  Plantagenet  tradition  is  the  fleur-de-lis  of  the 
coat-of-arms  of  that  family;  on  all  the  coats  of  arms  of  the  various 
Fowkes  in  England  who  have  this  distinction,  the  ‘Lily  of  France’ 
appears.  It  would  be  impossible  for  it  thus  to  appear  if  the  bearers 
were  not  entitled  to  it.  Such  matters  are  under  close  scrutiny  in 
England,  and  families  of  high  standing,  proud  of  their  ‘totem’ 
wrongfully  appropriated,  would  speedily  invoke  vengeance  of  the 
law  upon  the  usurper. 

“Mr.  E.  S.  Lewis,  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  a  descendant  of 
Gerard  Fowke  spent  several  months  in  England  in  1911,  copying 
records,  official  and  private,  which  trace  ancestry  of  the  Fowkes 
through  more  than  300  family  lines,  going  back  from  five  to  fifteen 
generations  prior  to  1600  A.  D.  The  record  is  copied  in  the  book 
of  this  volume. 

“In  England  the  name  was  represented  by  Estates  in  Stafford¬ 
shire,  Hertfordshire,  Dorsetshire,  Gloucestershire,  Shropshire,  War¬ 
wickshire,  and  London;  all  of  which  pedigrees  are  to  be  found  in  the 
British  Museum.  The  first  named  seemed  to  be  the  oldest  branch; 
at  least  among  those  named.  In  the  16th  and  17th  centuries,  per- 
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haps  earlier,  their  estate  was  known  as  Breewoode  (pronounced 
Brood,  or  Brude)  and  Gunston,  a  modern  rendition  of  the  ancient 
Breywoode  or  Braywoode,  and  Gunston.  Two  mottoes  appear,  both 
of  which  seem  to  have  been  fully  lived  up  to:  — 

“optimum  est  frui  aliena  insania  (it  is  best  to  profit  by  the 
folly  of  others.)  and  “arma  tuenter  pacem”  (arms  promote  peace).

This  Manor  was  held  by  the  Bishop  at  the  time  when  William, 
the  Conqueror,  made  his  survey. 

The  old  Manor  house  called  by  some  Wryley  Grove,  from  the 
fine  Phalanx  of  Elms  and  other  large  trees  by  which  it  is  sheltered, 
is  a  very  picturesque  and  curious  specimen  of  the  hospitable  man¬ 
sions  of  our  Forefathers.  The  inside  is  likewise  worthy  of  notice, 
as  containing  various  relics  of  antiquity.  In  the  Hall  hangs  several 
pieces  of  armour  which  with  old  fashioned  wooden  chairs,  give  it 
a  truly  venerable  appearance;  and  on  one  of  them  is  the  following 
Coat  of  Arms,  Vert  a  Fleur-de-lis  Argent  (Fowke)  impaling  Gules, 
seven  masches  or  a  Canton  ermine,  (Ferreors  of  Braddefley)  Crest 
on  a  wreath,  a  dexter  hand  brandishing  an  arrow  or  feathered 
argent. 

In  the  centre  of  the  hall  is  a  cupola,  with  a  large  compass  at 
the  top.  In  the  back  vestibule  hangs  several  Coats  of  Armes  of 
the  Fowke,  Husseys  and  etc.,  and  some  old  family  portraits.  In 
the  dining  room  windows  are  these  Coats,  quarterly,  First,  Vert  a 
Fleur-de-lis  argent  (Fowke  of  Brewood),  Second  argent,  a  chevron 
Gules  between  three  Anquefoils,  Azure  (Wybaston),  Third,  as  the 
first,  with  a  cresent  for  difference  sable  (Fowke  of  Gunston),  Fourth 
Azure  as  fess  wary,  between  six  dolphins,  argent  (Newman),  second 
Fouke  impaling  Corbet. 

The  drawing  room  in  one  of  which  windows  was  painted  a 
singular  Sundial,  is  much  enlarged  and  modernized  by  the  present 
hospitable  and  worthy  possessor.  Against  the  external  wall  of 
the  kitchen  are  cut  in  stone  the  Arms  of  Fowke,  impaling  Briggs, 
as  before  emblazoned  in  the  church. 

Though  this  situation  can  by  no  means  be  extolled,  either  for 
the  beauty  of  its  prospects  or  excellence  of  soil,  yet  the  fine  Grove, 
above  mentioned  and  adjoining  large  old  Gardens  with  hot  houses, 
etc.,  render  it  a  rural  and  comfortable  retirement.  Shaws  History 
of  Staffordshire  Vol.  11.  pages  58-59,  gives  a  fine  cut  of  the  old 
Manor.

The  ancestor  of  the  James  ffowke  of  Accomac  county,  Virgi¬ 
nia,  is,  according  to  research  by  E.  X.  Sheppard,  genealogist,  of  New 
Haven,  Connecticut,  the  James  Fowke  of  Little  Wyrley  shown  above. 
Mr.  Sheppard  informed  the  writer  that  he  obtained  this  information 
from  the  Drew  family  of  county  Waterford,  Ireland.  That  our 
ancestors  came  from  England  is  also  the  family  tradition.  In  the 
Will  of  Thomas  Fowke  1722,  he  disposes  of  all  his  English  goods. 
James  Fowke,  the  immigrant,  owned  ships  and  was  a  mariner  but 
no  record  has  been  found  of  the  exact  time  of  sailing  to  America. 
It  is  likely  that  he  made  many  trips  for  commercial  purposes.

That  night  they  all  rode  to  Thomas  Fooks,  at 
Onancock,  Accomac  county,  Virginia,  and  the  next  morning  they 
started  for  Nassawadox  creek,  twenty  five  miles  below  in  Northamp¬
